FATHER GOPEN ESCAPED DEATH 


Thousands of Men Fall About Him Who Carries The Cross

St. Petersburg, Jan. 23.—Revolution 


broke out in Russia at 1:30 o'clock 
yesterday, when Emperor Nicholas' 
loyal troops began firing on an un- 
armed host of common people that 
sought to march into the square of the 
winter palace and present to him a pe- 
tition for constitutional government.

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The suhjeet o£ foods seems to be a 


very interesting one, anil as I have re- 
ceived a number of letters this wcuk 
from club members asking (or a little 
more information regarding that sub- 
ject.

5s of groat importance that food should 
be relished, that there bo genuine gus- 
tatorv enjoyment, and. in ord«r to se- 
cure ihat desirable result, a variety of 
food materials is best. 
I once received 


ft patient, who for a number of weeks 
lias been at a noted sanitarium, under 
careful dietetic supervision. His daily 
allowance had boon restricted to a very 
few articles of rather an unpalatable 
nature. As he was. previous to his ad- 
mission to that institution extremely 
emaciated and weak, such a diet -was 
almost intolerable, and he rapidly grew 
wc.rse. 


When ho arrived at the borne he was 


•completely exhausted, and could hard- 
ly get to a room. 
When asked to 


come to dinner, he refused, saying ho 
did not feel hungry, and ho was afraid 
the food might injure him. 
I humored 


Mm until the next meal, when I in- 
sisted upon n reasonable amount 
of 


• ROCK!, wholesome food. 
He appeared 


greatly surprised that I should allow 
'him to cat of any dish upon the table, 
with the restriction of complete mas- 
tication only. 
No harm resulted, but 


a good night's sleep 
followed. 
I 


•watched the case slowly for 
several 


•days, and noticed that no liquid of any 
kind was partaken of at any fime. 
I also found the vital organs were car- 
ried much lower than they should bo; 
the carriage of the entire upper por- 
tion or the body was very, very bad. 
I 


therefore first ordered 
a -cupful 
of 


hot water 30 minutes before 
each 


meal. 
After a few days I supplement- 


ed this by ordering six tablespoonfuls 
of water daily at various times be- 
tween meals, and increassd this amount 
to three quarts of water daily. I also, 
at the same time, instructed the pa- 
tient in the exercises given in voliime 
one of the "Heme Health club books 
for developing the muscles, which as- 
sisted in maintaining a correct car- 
riage, developing the chest and abdom- 
inal muscles. 


No medicine of any kind was admin- 


istered, and in two weeks the patient 
began to gain flesh; in four weeks he 
was gaining at the rate of three pounds 
per week, and at the end 
of 
two 


months still kept up that rate, be- 
coming gradually strong and robust 
by the simple methods just prescribed. 
But I have no doubt 
but -he would, 


within a year, have had a complete 
collapse, and perhaps have died a vic- 
tim to errors in dietstic habits -and a 
lack of knowledge of the simplicity of 
the methods of cure practiced by the 
Horae Health club. 


His case had been proncun;ed 
con- 


sumption, of the wasting variety, and 
I have no doubt he would have died 
of that disease, so-called, if left 
to 


his own resources or in the hands of 
those who confined the diet of their pa- 
tients to the particular cereal or vege- 
tarian foods manufactured 
by their 


managers. 


Another 
clement 
which 
enters 


strongly into the cure oi' such cases, 
is that of suggestion and cheerfulness. 
Whore the surroundings all have 
a 


depressing effect and a long and dole- 
ful look is upon the l:acc of the doe- 
tors, nurses and employes, or, if sim- 
ilar conditions exist at tr.e home of 
the family and friends, .tlure is but 
little hope for recovery, but changing 
that to an atmosphere of brightness, 
cheerfulness, con.'iduiec, will 
change 


the condition of such hopeless ones i'or 
•the better. 
Then supply a geao-ous 


mixed diet, with an 
abundance 
of 


water, and a life mostly out of doors, 


good ventilation when, indoors. 


not, is not a matter to bo discussed at 
this time, but as it has already been 
learned that the best results are se- 
cured from wholesome foods that are 
relished, it is the custom to use a va- 
riety of foods, not restricting to a 
who-lly 
vegetable 
diet, nor, on 
the 


other hand, wholly to animal 
diet. 


And so far in my own experiences with 
the average 
person I find the mixed 


diet, in variety, to be the best, reserv- 
ing many forms of special diet for 
various diseased or disordered condi- 
tions. 


For example, a rheumatic patient is 


made worse by a. diet of white bread 
and. butter, "potatoes, bacon and coffee; 
but improves upon a diet of juicy vege- 
tables, and vegetable 
soups, juicy 


fruits, etc.. to which is added an abun- 
dance of water or buttermilk as a bev- 
erage, to be taken at any time 
during meals.' 


People who have never visilccl a wa- 


ter-cure establishment, or ths famous j 
springs, are not inclined to believe tho j 
statement of those who have watched 
the enormous quantities of wafer dis- 
appear down the throats of the pa- 
tients. 
I myself was simply am axed 


on my first visit to one of lhase places 
to see a gentleman step to one of tho 
springs with a pint cup. fill 
it 
and 


drink all with apparent relish, and 
then repeating the process four times 
without stopping, making a total of 
two quarts of water within five min- 
utes. ! engaged him in to-nversation, 
and learned that he could drink -six 
pints of water with ease; that he was 
in the habit of drinking from three to 
four gallons c!?,i!y. As he was a very 
strong, healthy looking man. with no

frequently. I do not think the formula 
which you have given would be extra 
good for your hands. A much better 
formula consists of one-half glycerin 
and one-half "witch hazol.

and 


warm water, rinsing off all of tho soap 
very carefully, and then applying the 
solution. It should also be again ap- 
plied the next morning after washing 
tho hands.
